COLD STOPS BALLOON TRIP. 


Mr. and Mrs. Barlatier, Going to Mon- 
treal, Forced to Descend.

SUMMERSTOWN, Ont., Feb. 20.—In- 
tense cold of the upper atmosphere to-day 
forced Mr. and Mrs. Emelie Bariatier, 
who were trying to go from Ogdensburg 
to Montreal in the balloon Lapresse, to 
descend here, with their journey only half 
completed. They had covered about fifty 
miles, following a general northeasterly 
course over the St. Lawrence River.

TO STOCK EXCHANGE 


Awards Printing of Bond Issue to 
New York ‘Bank Note Co. De- 
spite No-Listing Threat. 


NO FURTHER STEP PLANNED 


Mayor Doesn’t Contemplate an Action 
Against the Exchange — Controller 
Bolleves Securities WII! Be Listed. 


The City -Government formally regis- 
tered yesterday its defiance of the New 
York Stock Exchange -for refusing to list 
the new sixty-million-dollar city bond 
iasue unless the ficates were printed 
by the Americah Bank ‘Note Company, 
the Board of City Record awarding the 
contract for the printing to the New 
York Bank Note Company. 

The New York pany’s bid was $44,- 
500, against the American. Company's 
estimate of $62,v/5. The latter afterward 
offered to reduce its bid 10 per cent. The 
Controller received a telegram yesterday 
from the British-American Bank Note 
Company of: Montreal, in which it of- 
fered to print the bonds for $35,000. This 
bid was not considered, however, Acting 
Corporation Counsel Sterling,-who sat in 
the board for Mr. Watson, declaring that 
he believed it would be a violation of the 
State Labor lay to have the bonds print- 
ed outside the city. 

Soon after the bids were opened n- 
troller Prendergast and Supervisor Fergu- 
son of The City Record were notified by 
the Stock Exchange that it would not 
list the bonds if they were printed by 
the New York Company.” The New York 
Company has charged that the American 
has been able to create a practical trust 
im the printing of securities through the 
assistance of the managers of the Stock 
Exchange. The New York Company 
sought relief in the Federal courts some 
time ago, and the matter is still pending. 

The Controller recommended that the 
contract be awarded to the Amierican 
Company, taking the ground that the city 
was undér a moral obligation to the pur- 
chasers of its bonds to see that they were 
listed on the Exchange. Mr. Ferguson

BANK NOTE MERGER SECRETS. 


J.C. Eckert Says He Ran International 
as Dummy After Sale to American. 


How the American Bank Note Company 
absorbed its principal competitor, the 
International Bank Note Company, in 
1902, and then maintained it for seven 
years thereafter as’ a dummy corpora- 
tion, was told on the stand yesterday in 
Surrogate Cohalan's court by James 
Clendennin Eckert, formerly President of 
the Infermational company, a witness \in 
his own behalf in the proceedings he has 
brought against the probate of the will 
of his father, Gen. T. T. Eckert. 

Eckert said he got an interest in the 
International Bank Note Company in 1888 
by “putting ‘in $10,000. Its capital stock 
then was $40,000. He~put in a few 
thousands mors, and had nearly a third 
interest when the capital was increased in 
1892 ‘to $75,000. It never exceeded this 
figure. His stock holdings w increased 
so that he hat $25,000 of the ‘total capital 
stock. Henry M. Flagler of the Standa 
Oil Company, and George E. Weber, ‘‘ the 
man who knew about engraving,” were 
the other. two holders of stock, * 

When the American Bank Note Com- 
pany took over the International, Eckert 
testified, it got all the stock of its rival. 
Hekert got between $200,000 and $225,000 
in bonds of the American Bank Note 
Company for his holdings. Plagler and 
Weber also got bonds for their stock, This 
arrangement meant that the American 
Bank Note Company gave more than 
$750,000 wortf of its bonds for the $75,000 
capital stock of the International.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The filibuster 
over the French spoilation and Southern 
war claims ended soon after noon to-day 
by the passage of the House bill, which 
had been made the substitute for the 
Senate bill which Mr. Mann of_ Illinois 
said should not pass. The finish was a 
triumph for the Democrats, who, with 
something over a score of Republicans, 
had a clear majority from the start for 
the passage of the claims in some form or 
other. - 

The end of the trouble was reached by 
a decision made last night among mem- 
bers of the Rules Committee to bring in 
a@ rule to control business during the last 
two weeks of the session, This rule 
makes every day to the end of the session 
@ suspehsion day, and two-thirds can 
pags any bill. The first draft of the rule 
Was presented by Mr, Dalzell, Chairman 
of the Rules Committee. It provided that 
the House might consider all. business 
until the end of the session under sus- 
pension of the rules, with forty minutes 
debate and a majority vote on passage. 
To this the Democrats objected, and the 
committee withdrew to reconsider their 
plan. They came back with the same 
proposition, but providing for a two-thirds 


{| vote imstead of a majority. 


The House had in the interval continued 
the debate onthe omnibus bill, Mr. Gard- 
ner of Massachusetts and Mr. Bennet: of 
New York, filibustering against the South- 
ern war claims as fiercely as Mr. Mann 
had against the Frénch spoliation claims. 
When the modified rule came in it was 
supported by Representatives Champ 
Clark and Underwood and other Demo- 
crats, and in a few minutes had passed 
by 173 to 43. Mr- Law then renéwed work 
on the Claims bill, and after forty min- 
utes it passed by a viva voce vote, the 


Speaker declaring that it had received 
the necessary two-thirds vote. 


Averts Extra Session. 


The struggle over the Claims bill has 
been variously. interpreted, but the best 
view of it was that the Demdécrats were 
determined that it should pass, and were 
willing to stick to it even if the appropria- 
tions bills went by the board”and an extra 


session was-made inevitable. In the event 
that the filibuster had been continued two 
days longer, an extra session would have 
been unavoidable, and within thirty days 
the Democrats ‘would have’ been in_pos- 
session of the patronage of. the House 
for which they have tow to wait until 
December. In this situation it was. clear 
that the standpatters did not want an 
extra session, which would have led :o 
certain success. for reciprocity and the 
possible revision of several tariff sched- 
ules. The insurgents, who are upset by 
the reciprocity policy also were averse to 
an extra session, and even the Democrats 
did not exactly desire to be pushed into a 
tariff session with the responsibility on 
yng A shoulders beforo they were ready 
or it.

There is ‘little doubt that the whole pur- 
pose of Mann and the Speaker in the fill- 
buster against the Claims bill was to lead 
the Democrats on to the point where they 
would support the rule that was adopted 
to-day. ithout them the old guard did 
not have votes enough to have their own 
way. 

The adoption of the new rule has lighted 
the flame of hope in many a. breast that 
up to noon to-day was dark with the 
gfoom of despair.

LITTLETON SUITS GAYNOR. 


Mayor Thinks He Would Make a Good 
Senator—Campaign on To-night. 


Martin W. Littleton’s announcement of 
his candidacy for the United States Sen- 
atorship was the principal topic of con» 
versation yesterday among local politi- 
clans of both parties.

Mayor Gayror was equally reticent in 
speculating on the possible effect of Mr. 
Littleton’s announcement. 

“He is a very able man,” said the 
Mayor, “‘and I do not think that any one 
will say that he would not make a good 
Senator.”’ 

‘Would he be acceptable to you?” he 
was asked. 

“Why, I think he would.

I have only announced 
myself for one candidate, and that was 
Mr. Shepard.

NO WASHINGTON INTERFERENCE

In 
these excepted classes, he said, Congress 
had not placed those persons who had 
contracts entered into with the railroads 
before the passage of the Hepburn law 
for the issuance of passes. He continued: 

The court cannot add an exception based 
on equitable grounds when Congress has 
foreborne to make such an exception. The 
words of the act therefore must mean that 
the carrier engaged in inter-State commerce 
cannot charge, collect, or receive for trans- 
portation on its road anything but money. 

In dealing with the exchange of adver- 
tising for transportation, as brought be- 
fore the court in the Munsey case, Jus- 
tice Harlan said: ’ 

The facts in the present case show how 
easily, under any other rule, the act can be 
evaded and the object of Congress entirely 
defeated. The Legislative Department in- 
tended that all who obtained transportation 
on inter-State Iines should be treated alike 
in the matter of rates, and that all who 
availed themselves of the services of the 
railway company (with certain « ified 
eens should be on a plane of equal- 


ty.

TELLS US TO FORTIFY CANAL. 


Col. Gaedke Says It Is Necessary— 
Lecture by Prof. de Rousiers. | 


BERLIN,” Feb. 20.—Col. G&dke, the 
well-known military critic, discusses in 
the Tageblatt from a military point of 
view the fortification of the Panama 
Canal, 

He declares that the United States’s 
military position in the Pacific’ is very 
unsatisfactory, owing to lack of ‘war- 
ships, which are practically concentrated 
on the Atlantic. In the event of war 
with Japan, he says, the Philippines 
would fall a prey in a few weeks, and he 
points out that Pearl Harbor, in Hawaii, 
could also easily be captured. Everything 
would depend for the United States, adds 
the critic, on the early uppearance in the 
Pacifie of the powerful Atlantic Fleet. 

Col. Gadke concludes by the assertion 
that it is to the most pressing interest 
of the United States to fortify the canal 
at both ends, above all the Pacific out- 
let, and that the works must also be made 
defensible against land attack. [In his 
opinion the entrance of the United States 


into imperialistic world politics entails 
still further steps, each of which is a 
necessary sequence of the preceding one. 


PARIS, Feb. 20.—The Panama Canal was 
the subject of a lecture to-night by M. de 
Rousliers, Professor of Political Economy, 
before the Franco-American Committee. 
The mee was presided Over by Ad- 
miral Fournier. ; 

After reviewing the history of the canal 
Prof. de Rousiers said that the United 
States would be the complete master of 
the situation. He pointed out that al- 
though the treaties guarantee equal 
treatment to all nations, the United States 
could discriminate in favor of Amefican 
ships without violating the treaties by 
exempting from dues all American ships 
trading between two American points. It 
was impossible to determine the effect of 
the competition on the Suez Canal, as 
rates h not been definitely fixed." The 
speaker considered the Panama Canal 
would for the most part augment trade 
between the Western States and Brazil 
and Argentina. 

Admiral Fournier said that, in his opin- 
fon, the principal effect of the Panama 
Canal on Far Eastern affairs would be 
the great impetus given to American ex- 
pansion in China under the new spirit of 
imperialism, but the United States faced 
a powerful rival in Japan. He expressed 
the hope that the problems would be 
solved peacefully. 


FOUR TONS OF OPIUM SEIZED. 


Customs Agents Who Got It In Fifty 
Ralds Report, Their Work Is Dane. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—With a'record 
of more than 50 raids, and the seizure of 
four tons of smuggled opium, worth 
$100,000, since their campaign against 
the illegal traffic of the drug began a 
few weeks ago, agents of the Customs 
Service have reported that their work is 
about finished. - 

They found that practically all the 
opium smuggled into the United States 


comes from Canada, Mexico or from the 
Orient through the Puget Sound territory.

they have been placed by relatives. The 
sleds transport them to the West Gate 
and from there t are removed in carts 
in lots of four or five to the creamation 
grounds. 

Every house is inspected daily. The im- 
portant shops keep a man at the door 
with arr atomizer, and with this he sprays 
all persons entering the shop with a so- 
lution of carbolic acid. The refuse, which 
was formerly thrown into the streets, is 
now removed each day from the houses, 

The Mukden authorities are promptly 
dispatching physicians and nurses, with 
all the requisites for taking care of the 
sick, to villages where new outbreaks 
occur, and this precaution, it is believed, 
wioll result in checking the spread of the 
disease. ‘ 

A correspondent who visited Hu-Lan, 
which is thirty miles north of Harbin, 
found that town sorely afflicted. For 
many weeks the Governor, with the cus- 
tomary Chinese fatalism, was indifferent 
to the awful work of the plague. He has 
now heen suddenly roused into activity 
and, clad in mask and bandages, person- 
ally superintends the cremation of the 
accumulated bodies. In one village near- 
by, where formerly 70 persons lived, there 
are now 34, the other having died from 
the plague and having been cremated.

MASSACRE IN HAITI. 


Government Troops Kill and Burn— 
French Boy One of the Slain. 


CAPE HATIEN, Feb. 20.—Government 
troops, after recapturing Ouanaminth 
from the rebels, got out of the control of 
th.eir officers, pillaged and burned the 
town, and massacred those of the inhab- 
itants’ who were unable to escape, 

Jean Prosperi, a citizen of France, was 
assaulted, his 18-year-old son was killed, 
and their home was burned. 

Messengers arriving here give the first 
detailed account of _President Simon's 
ruthless campaign against the rebels. The 
insurgents had captured Fort Liberté 
and Ouanaminth. President Simon set out 
for the disaffected territory at the head of 
five columns of troops. e Was accom- 
panied by his daughter, Celestina. The 
army occupied Fort Liberté without a 
shot having been fired. Nevertheless a 
large number of arrests of thore sus- 
pected of treachery to the Government 
were made, and the suspects were shot. 

The amy then moved on‘to Quanaminth, 
Simon still at its head. The rebels were 
found in possession of the towm and they 
offered resistance. No mercy was shown 
by Simon's forces, and sanguinary fight- 
ing followed. 

fhe rebels were soon Beaten back, but 
the officers could not stop the advance of 
their men. The soldiers got out of hand 
and the outrages that followed were hor- 
rible. The inhabitants, who had not 
fled, were killed and the town was burned.

to their longer haul, cost the Government five ‘cents a pound to transport, while newspapers cost only twe cents a pound to transport; that 
magazines carry more advertising than newspapers.

The facts and figures prove :— 


That instead ‘of second class mail causing a. loss 
of millions to the Post Office, the deficits have always 


DECREASED when second class mail INCREASED, over the whole period of 
thirty-two years in which second class mail has had the pound -postage rate. 
(Exhibit A.) The publishers show below how second class mail reduces the defi- 


cit. (Exhibit E.) 


That to single out magazines from other second class matter for an in- 
creased rate is unjust. That the Postmaster General has only considered the 
cost of the HAUL and utterly ignored the larger cost of HANDLING. That ad-

The next decade .breught a much largér increase in 
second-class matter than any previous ten years, from 
174,058,910 pounds in 1890 to 882,588,999 peunds In 1900. 

The deficit In the Postoffice operations in the’ year 1900 
was 6.2 per cent. of its business. 

In the prosperous years following 1900 the increase of 
second-class matter was stupenddus: from 882,588,999 pounds 
in 1900 to 488,246,908 pounds in 1902—enly two years. 

In 1901, nevertheless, there was a deficit in the Post- 
office operations of only 8.5 per cent. of its business. 

And in 1903, the deficit in the Postoffice -operations 
was 2.4 per- cent. the smallest percentage of deficit in 
eighteen, years, and the smallest but two in fifty-seven years. 

But In this year Is seen, a new important item of ex- 
pense; $4,600,000 for rural free delivery. Our Government 
had wisely and beneficently extended the service of the Post- 
effice to farmers in isolated communities. By 1910 the Gov- 
ernment was spending $85,000,000 for rural free delivery, 
and losing $29,000,000. 

It will be clear from these figures, that beginning with the 
advent of the second-class pound-rate system, the deficit of 


the Postoffice has steadily declined—the decrease being al-, 


ways coincident with the expansion of circulation and adyer- 
tising of periodicals—until in 1902 there was a substantial 
surplus, which the Government wisely saw fit to use for a 

purpose not related to the needs of magazines and period- 
icals. 

Since 1902, there has always been a surplus fin the 
operations of the Postoffice Department, outside of the money 
the Government has seen fit to expend for rural free delivery. 
In the present year 1910 the report of the Postmaster Genera! 
shows a surplus of over $28,000,000. The years 1902 to 1910 
have shown a surplus in the Postoffice profit and loss ac- 
count, aggregating over $74,000,000, outside the actual loss 
on the rural free delivery system. 

It should be borne in mind that the turning of large 
deficits into actual surpluses, which has come coincidently 
with the expansion of second-class mail, of circulation push- 
ing, and of advertising, is in spite of an enormous expansion 
in Governmental mail, carried free, and Congressional mail, 
franked.

If the rate had been 4 cents on all sheets on which ad- 
vertising appeared, it is clear that they would have paid 
$188,779:56 more than was actually paid at the 1i-cent-a- 
pound rate, 

These figures apply only to cepies mafied by the pub- 
lishéers (on which accurate figures are obtainable). They 
take ne account of the né@wsstand copies, mailed at the 
second-class rates by the news companies of the cduntry. 
The newsstand edition, in the case of two of these five lead- 
ing magazines, is larger than the editions mailed direct to 
subécribers.

VOTE OF PROTEST ENTERED 


Representatives of Irish and German 
Societies Speak at Mass Meet- ° 
ing In Cooper Union. 


A crowd.that filled Cooper Union to the 
doors cheered Irish and German ‘orators 
last night who denounced the- proposed 
arbitration treaty between Englatid and 
the United States. A resolution of protest 
against the treaty was adopted, unani- 
mously,. Copies of this resolution wilt be 
sent. to President Taft and the’ miembers 
of both houses of Congress, and.to all 
diplomatic representatives of foreign Gov- 
ernments in Washington.’ The speakers 
took the ground that England. had.dn ul- 
terior purpose in that she wanted to have 
the United States to rely upon in. case of 
war with another power, particularly Ger- 

‘The speakers included Theodore Sutro, 
President of the German-Ameritafi Soct- 
ety of New York City and representing 
the German-American societies of the 
State; John Devoy, editor of The Gaelic 
American; George von Skal, a German 
journalist; James M. Sullivan, and_Alex- 
ander A. Rorke. President Sutro 4éclared 
that Jf the treaty was signed it meant 
ultimate. war with Germany. 


‘This méeting of Arerican citizens,” he | 


said, “has been called upon the. eve of 
Washington's Birthday, from a patriotic 
motive, for the welfare of our common 
country, the United States. We do not 
gather here as Irish or Germans, but first 
and last and all the time, and above all 


other things, we are deeply imbued with 
love for t our country, and. for it we 
are ready to make for it every sacrifice 
that patriotism demands. aa 

“Why forego the advantages of our 
peculiar situation? Why quit our own to 
stand on. foreign ground? 

“Why, by interweaving our destiny 
with that of any part of Europe entangle 
our peace and prosperity in the toils of 
European ambition, rivalship, inaterest, 
humor, or caprice? 

“Enough has been indicated in the ut- 
terance of President Taft and in the 
leiter of Mr. Carnegie, transmitting his 
ten-million Peace Fund to his Trustees, 
to give us good reason to believe that 
the proposed treaty will be made as broad 
as possible. And, that being the situa- 
tion, we are able to make a pretty cor- 
rect prognosis of what is to be expected 
and want to step in and apply our pre- 
ventative remedies before it is too late. 

“ Burely neither Irishtnen nor Germans, 
nor any man in his senses, can be op- 
posed to anay treaty which wil! tend to 
further universal ace. We are, I be- 
lieve, most of us also In favor of the pro- 
posed reciprocity treaty with our English 
neighbors in Canada, and all of us would 
like to extend such a treaty as now .al- 
ready exists with England, so as to in- 
clude every nother nation, and especially 
Germany. But while this is so, we are 
at the same time unalterably opposed to 
taking a single step In the direction which 
May fraught with danger of leading to 
alliances of the kind against which the 
warning of George Washington was di- 
rected. And as sich an alliance we re- 
gard the proposed treaty of arbitration 
with England, which, as we are advised, 
shall enlarge the existing Crest so as to 
include especially also the settlement of 
so-called * qu ons of honor’ through 
arbitration. 

“Buch @ treaty. or, more — speak- 
ing, such an alliance, wil] therefore de- 
feat its own object, because, instead of 
being a guarantee of peace, it will be the 
procures of war. It will ally us with.all 
he wire oy diplomatic questions of Eu- 
ro n politics. 

“You must have noticed,” said Mr. von 
Skal, “‘that the rumors and predictions 
of an impending war between Germany 
and Great Bri do not originate in the 
German Empire, but that they invariably 
appear first on the banks of the Thames, 
and that they are designed to fill the 
world with distrust against a power that, 
although ft possesses the finest army in 
the world and a stro: navy, has during 
the last centuzy w fewer wars than 
any other in Europe. The claim that the 
world must be — against the rest- 
less ambition of the’ Kaiser and his peo- 
ple may, therefore, be dismissed at the 
outset as unfounded and absurd. 

‘Our protests grow all the louder when 
we find that the country thus favored 
has, during the last century, been engaged 
in more wars than any other, has taken 
the side of our enemies whenever we were 
threatened, and appears as a suppliant for 
our friendship only when it harbors sinis- 
ter; designs against othérs, and in the 
knowledge of our own weakness, wishes 
to make the world believe that it may 
count upon us in the hour of trouble. 

“Give us procf that any other of the 

at powers is ready and willing to enter 
nto a similar treaty and our protests 
will cease.”

gress. And he must see, we assume, 
that the people of the land gave the 
power they did give to the Democrats 
precisely for the reason thet they de- 
atreg te intrust that party, so far as 
they could, with the reform ef the tar- 
iff, aw to which Mr. Tart appears to be 
so uneasy.

A month ago Birdsall appeared and de- 
manded that his wife live with him or 
give him the children to take back to 
Pompton Lakes, N. J., where he was em- 
ployed in a tube mill. The wife pleaded 
with him, saying that she could support 
the children and he could see them when- 
éver he wanted. He refused to listen and 
took the three away. The eldest is about 
10 years old.
